invention and in what manner the same is to be performed, *o be particular]^| 
described and ascertained in and by the following statement: — " 

This, invention has for its object an article to be used as a ladies body kelfr? 
and diaper for absorbing the discharges at certain periods usual to women, an^ 
is substantially as follows ; — ■ 

The invention will be understood from the following description, refer&i 
being had to the accompanying drawings, in which ; 

Figure 1 is a perspective view of the body belt and diaper: 

Figure 2 a perspective view of the buckle : 

Figure $ an edge view thereof. 

In carrying the invention into effect, I provide a belt A which can be attached 
to the person by passing round the body at or below the waist, and be fastened 
by buttons B or otherwise. The belt at the sides is provided with elastic strips 
or webs C for securing. resilience, and at the front and back the belt has depend* 
ing parts D D 1 , with elastic web pieces E E 1 , also for the sake of resilience,. 
Each depending piece has means whereby the ends of a diaper or ab§oVl^tftv , > 
towel or pad F can be attached. It consists of a flap piece G sewn at one edge H* 
to the depending parts D & D l and at the other edge buttoned thereto, at I> so 
as to hold a buckle, which may consist of a pair of semicircular links J, J 1 , 
hinged together at K. These links are of the same size and shape, but one of 
them has a crossbar L while the second has no crossbar, but is hinged by the 
eyes K on to the crossbar of the other one. Then by passing the ends of the 
absorbent towel or pad F under the buckles, then over one buckle J 1 and under 
the other J and pulling tight, a fast connection is made. Should it be desired 
to shorten the towel or pad, a slight pull at its end, will bring same to , the 
required length, while it is held firm against any tension the reverse way unless 
released by opening the buckle. 

When it is desired to wash the belt, the buckles can be removed, all that is 
necessary being to unbutton the flaps G and the buckles are at once released. 

The absorbent towel or pad is made of diaper, flannel or .any other material 
ordinarily used, or capable of being used profitably for this kind of goods. 
It can be woven of various degrees of open or close texture and of any desirable 
form, and can be of plain cloth, flannel, diaper or the like. It can also be 
treated with antiseptics or otherwise as desired. It is made in the form of a 
pocket, the mouth M of the pocket being at one side or edge for a part of its 
length, extending from say M 1 to M 1 . The pocket is supplied or filled w r ith an 
insertion or piece of waterproof sheeting N or any like material, to prevent the 
discharge from soaking through or staining the outer garments of the wearer. 
The pocketed towel or pad F is reversible, so that it can be used on both sides, 
the centre layer of waterproof N keeping the other side clean, and this centre 
layer being removed when the pocketed pad is washed. The inside of this 
pocket is provided with Jopps 0# through which the ends o£ $e rubber, !^h^ing 
are threaded, so as to hold the 'sheeting in place.

*I im aware that devices composed of belts or wa ist-bands wiih elalc ii*' 
attached to such belts for supporting an absorbent; pad are already known, but 
in no <case that I am aware of have such devices been made with the special 
form of buckle herein described, nor with the flap piece G whereby the buckles 
can be removed, or with an absorbent pad F such as I have hereinbefore 
described. These features and the general arrangement of parts taken as a 
whole constituting my catamenial device are the features I desire to secure 
by letters patent. 

Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature of my said 
invention and in what manner the same is to be performed, I declare that 
what I claim is. 
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1. In a catamenial device formed with a body belt having depending parts 
ck and front joined to the belt by elastic web pieces the provision of a buckle 

uunsisting of a pair of semi-circular links hinged together, whereby if the ends 
of the towel or pad be passed under the two links and then over one link and 
under the other, and the belt or pad pulled tight, a fast connection is made 
while a sharp pull at either end of the towel will tighten the pad against the 
body, substantially as described. > v ; ••;». -l^f' 

2. In catamenial devices of the kind set forth in Claim 1, forming on each 
depending part of the belt, a flap piece sewn at one end to the depending part 
and at the other buttoned or fastened thereto, so as to hold a buckle for fasten- 
ing the ends of the towel or pad, while by unbuttoning the flaps the said buckle 
can be removed, substantially as 4escribed. 

3. In catamenial devices, an absorbent towel or pad made of diaper, flannel 
or other suitable material, and provided with a pocket the inside of which is 
on one side or edge a part of its length; and the said pocket filled or supplied 
with an insertion or piece of waterproof sheeting, which can be inserted and 
removed through said mouth, the inside of the pocket being provided or not 
with loops through which the ends of the rubber sheeting, are threaded, so as 
to hold the sheeting in place and shaped and arranged to be used with devices 
substantially as claimed in Claim 1. 

4. A catamenial device consisting of the following combination, to wit a 
body belt passing round the body at or below the waist, and fastened 'by 
buckles or otherwise, and provided with elastic strips or webs for securing 
resilience to allow free movement of the body, an absorbent towel or pad having 
a pocket for the '(reception of a waterproof insertion, and means for fastening 
said pad to the body belt in a resilient manner, substantially as hereinbefore 
described, with reference to, and shown in, the drawings annexed.
